A far-reaching congressional in- 
vestigation of the use of labor spies | 
and other terroristic methods by 
anti-union employers is being 
planned by progressive members of 


the senate and will probably be 
launched within the next two 
weeks. 

Leaders in the movement are 


Senator Robert F. Wagner of New 
York and Robert M. LaFollette of 
Wisconsin. A sub-committee headed 
LaFollette, is about ready to 
open hearings on a resolution to 
authorize a sweeping probe into 
strike-breaking, labor espionage 
intimidation of workers and viola- 
tions of civil liberties guaranteed 
by the constitution. 
Seek Broader Powers 

These hearings, however, are 
only preliminary to the investiga- 
tion. Armed with facts which are 
expected to be developed there, La 
Follette and Wagner will ask the 
senate to appoint a special com- 
mittee with full power of subpoena 
and sufficient funds to keep the in- 
quiry going at full speed all sum- 
mer and until the next session of 
congress.

Presidential primaries are being held in various states. 


Some are already over. Others are being held every week 
in preparation for the various national conventions that 
are to be held during the next two months. California's 


presidential primary will be held May 5th. Then follow

the August primaries for the selection of congressional 
and state legislative candidates. All of these are pointed | 
for the general election in November. 

Right now, and for some time past, political manipu- 
lators, their propagandists and their kept press have been | 
and will continue to be up to their old tricks of manu- 
facturing public sentiment for the purpose of putting their | 
men over, first at the primaries, then at the final election. 

‘This is to be expected. Instead of getting disgusted at 
what some individuals will stoop to in their mad scramble | 
for votes, the average sensible citizen should and does | 
expect just such antics. As long as voters are so con- 
stituted that they will permit themselves to be influenced | 
by misleading and untrue propaganda, or to be led by the | 
nose, as it were, by hired Judases, commonly designated 
as paid political workers, whose job it is to induce voters | 
to cast their ballots against their own best interests, there 
will doubtless continue to be a plentiful supply of special 
interests ready and willing to provide money for buying 
such propaganda and paying such conscienceless political | 
workers. 


This year, however, there are many manifestations | 
that a greatly increased proportion of the voting public | 
will refuse to be herded like sheep into the droves of voters | 
who have been so easily misled in previous years. People | 
are actually doing some positive thinking, nor are they | 
running quite as blindly after slogans and taciiont lead: | 
ers as of yore. 

In California there has been a tremendous shift of | 
voters from the republican to the democratic party. The | 
result is that in the coming presidential primary the demo- 
crats outnumber the republicans 3 to 2, where not many | 
years ago the figures were 3 to | the other way. This is | 
an indication that in California, at least, voters are drift- | 
ing away from the big-business politics for which the re-. 
publican party has been such an outstanding exponent 
during the past generation. It is also an indication that | 
they are leaning more and more towards the new deal | 
policies that have occupied the center of the stage since | 
President Roosevelt was inaugurated president three years | 
ago. | 

Although there are three groups of candidates on the | 
democratic ticket in California, just as there were four | 
years ago, this year it is not so much a_ matter of | 
being divided on Roosevelt for president, as being divided 
on policies. The McAdoo or old-time group is pledged to | 
Roosevelt. So is the Sinclair or liberal group, after the | 
first ballot, but they are also positively for a production- 
for-use plank in the democratic platform and the third 
group, headed by McGroarty, is equally positive in their 
demand for a Townsend-revolving pension plan plank in | 
the democratic platform while Townsend himself has 
bolted the democratic party, apparently because he was. 
convinced he could not get his program over in this party. 
But with all these differences on policies the only candi- 
date who is being seriously considered by democrats to 
head the democratic ticket in the coming presidential elec- 
tion, is President Roosevelt and there is little likelihood 
of anybody else being even a contender for the nomina- 
tion. 

In contrast with the prevalent determination of demo- 
crats to renominate Roosevelt for president, there is no 
such outstanding candidate among the republicans, nor is 
there nearly so much interest in who may be nominated 
by that party, for the reason that very few people expect 
there is any likelihood that any republican, who may be | 
nominated this year, can be elected. 


So far as organized labor is concerned there has prob- 
ably not been an election, thus far held, when the rank 
and file of the members of organized labor, have been so 
solidly and unitedly behind a candidate for president of | 
the United States as they are now lined up for President 
Roosevelt. 


The real contests this year will be on policies, issues | 
and particularly seats in congress. Equally spirited will 
be the contests for state offices and state law makers, 
where these are to be elected. In these contests present 
indications are that organized labor and organized farmers

These rates are the same as those 
fixed in the social security law en- 
acted by congress last year. 

The insurance or compensation 
payments under the Eastman 
measure would be based on the 
wage loss principle. A totally un- 
employed’ worker would receive 
benefits equal to 50 per cent of his 
average earnings up to a maximum 
of $75 a month. The average earn- 
ings would be determined by se- 
lecting the highest monthly earn- 
ings in each quarter of a year and 
averaging the earnings of the four 
months thus selected.
